Claim 32 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Zheng 
('283). The patent to Zheng ('283) teaches structure as claimed including a collapsible 
cover (28) having a panel portion, a skirt portion (defined as a border, margin, or outer 
edge), the panel portion defining a perimeter, a coilable frame member (24), the cover 
defining an opening (the area inside members 24, 22).

Claims 1-18, 20-31 are allowable over the prior art of record.
